‘Failing relief shortly from 
the Home Government,” he said, 
“we must ourselves do what we 
ean in our own interests and in 
the interests of those dependent 
on us.” Reviewing the state- 
ments of Mr. Huaelstrom and Mr. 
Macgown at the last meeting re- 
garding the situations at Canton 
and Swatow, Mr. Builey con- 
-tinued: “The policy of Canton is. 
frightfulness, ’ terrorism. The 
authorities’ there have applied 
these methods to-ruin Hongkong, 
‘but have so far failed, for Hong- 
kong is not Russia or China, and 
we are not Russians. We depend 
for success upon industry and ab-

“all trade to and from Hongkong. 
and in Swatow all British and 
Japanese interests are boycotted, 
“What about it?” asked Mr, 
Macgown. .Are we to accept 
these conditions without protest? 
(Cries of No.) The. trouble 
started in| Ganton and: must be 
settled with Canton, Canton is 
quite separate and independent of 
the Central Government .. of 
Peking. 

“Swatow has been badly treat- 
ed and unless the Reds are kicked 
out there is no possible chanee of 
the resumption of trade as before. 
The loss of this trade wil] hit the 
Colony of Hongkong very hard, 
harder than many realise. , Bri- 
tish shipping interest’ are.very 
Jarge in Swatow, while large 


quantities of British goods are ; 


imported yearly. All trade has 
now stopped. J have much plea- 
sure in supporting this telegram 
to the Prime Minister, and. 1 hope 
prompt action will be taken by the 
Heme authorities to stop this 
reign of + terror in South China.
